Lakeside bad a combination of good and bad 
weather for its wind-up Saturday, but a crack- 
ing big crowd w'as on liand to bid the Indiana 
track adieu until fall. 

Secretary Nathanson overtaxed himself to 
give the half holiday race track patrons good 
sport, and his efforts were well rewarded, for 
the racing w’as by far the best seen at the Lake- 
side track this spring. 

The principal attraction was the Indiana 
Handicap, with a gross value of $1,800, at three 
quarters of a mile, but beside this there was a 
nine furlong handicap in which eight good 
handicap horses started; also a half-mile two- 
year-old race with three of the speediest young- 
sters in the West entered, and four other events 
which aroused more or less interest. 

With O’Connell, May Beach, Abe Furst, Alga- 
reta, Andes, Dr. Walmsley, Sam Fullen and 
Cheesestraw as starters in the Indiana Handi- 
cap, a good contest was lookdd forward to, but 
as far as the winner was concerned, there was 
no argument. May Beach, despite the fact that 
she was giving away weight to all the other 
starters, won from end to end. She was always 
as g()od as 4 to 1 in the betting and had quite a 
following at that price. Ross, who seems to be 
the best jockey around liere just now, was up on 
the filly and he mauaged to get her away flying, 
took the shortest route and won all the way. 
Dr. Walmsley, with a puU in the weights was 
second and Abe Furst third. O'Connell, the 3 to 
2 favorite, finished last. 

From j2ood authority it was stated that O’Con- 
nell was sent to the post a sick horse suffering 
from kidney trouble. He races in the name of 
J. J. Baron <fc Co., but is presumably owned by 
Tom Costello, the feed man. The public is 
fond of the faithful old sprinter and he was 
backed loyally at a favorite’s price. 

Jockey Ross’ gtxKl ride and Molo’s game race 
seeme<l to please the crowd, and after the nine- 
furlong handicap there was a grand round of 
applause. Moh> is in rare form at present and 
with 114 pounds up he was heavily backed to 
beat seven other good liandicap horses, all of 
which seemed to have a chance worth backing 
because of the way the weights were allotted. 
Ross always had Molo close to the front, but, 
being on the inside close to the rail, there was 
great danger of getting interfered with, but the , 
boy rated along with rare judgment and waited ' 
for the natural spread to come at the head 
of the stretch. Then he made his 
ihove, and Molo, flashing by the leaders like a 
shot, won the race cleverly by three.quarters of 
a length from Strangest. 

Money Muss, Kid Cox and The Cuban Girl' 
furnished a rattling good contest in the second 
event which was at a half mile. Money Muss, 
at even money, won but he had to be fuUy ex- 
tended to do .so, and had the race been differ- 
ently run and the jockeys switched perhaps he 
would have been third. As it was The Cuban 
Girl got pocketed at the head of the stretch and 
Kid Cox suffered from bad handling. 

Knightbanneret, after l>eing beaten twice be- 
fore at the meeting by ordinary hor.ses w’as, for 
some unknown reason, made a 1 to 2 shot for 
the fifth race. He may have l)een the best and 
probably should have won, but Knight rode a 
miserable race and allowed Sidbow to beat him 
two lengths. 

Icon, favorite in his last two previous starts, 
was at a liberal price in the sixth race, and 
awakening with a start he showed a surprising 
turn of speed and won by ten lengths. Starter 
Dwyer was good to Icon, sending him away 
about two, 1«i4rths in front of the others, full on 
his stride. 

The first event was easy for Little Reggie, and 



CrosBmolina, at 10 to 1, came home first in the 
closing mile race. 

HAWTHORNE NEXT. 

The w’ell patronized and well conducted two 
weeks’ meeting at Lakeside having terminated, 
the scene of local racing shifts to Hawthorne, 
where tw^o w’eeks of high-class sport seems as- 
sured. Many improvements have been made at 
Hawthorne this spring, over $20,000 having been 
expended on the grounds and buildings. The 
track has been worked over until it is in fine 
racing shape, the infield has been put in good 
condition for steeplechasing, which is to be a 
feature of the Hawthorne programs, and the 
buildings have been thoroughly repaired and 
repainted. As it stands today the course is one 
of the handsomest in America. 

As previously announced, the betting ring 
w’ill be open, arrangements having been made 
to lease the privileges to bookmakers at $100 
per day each, irrespective of membership in the 
Western Turf Association. This does away 
with any chance of a syndicate book, and will 
insure more liberal prices for the betting pub- 
lic. No discrimination will be made against 
Western Turf Association men, but they will be 
treated with as indivi<luals and not as a body, 
should any of them desire to draw in for busi- 
ness. Most of the booking, however, will prob- 
ably be done by new men, some twenty pen- 
cillers who have been operating in the East and 
South having applied for the right to lay otlds 
on the races. 

The crusade against touts and tipsters is also 
attracting wide attention, as it is the first time 
a concerted effort has ever been made in this 
direction by the racetrack officials and the 
railways. If the plans of the Chicago Jockey 
Club are carried out, and Manager McEvoy says 
they will be if it takes every man Pinkerton can 
supply, the touts will be driven from Haw- 
thorne. 

Charley Hughes sent his liorses to Hawthorne 
yesterday in charge of his foreman, he staying 
at Cincinnati himself wdth Lieutenant Gibson 
who is to start in the Latonia Derby Monday. 
Immediately after the Derby is run Gibson will 
be shipped to Chicago and will reach Haw- 
thorne early Tuesday morning in time to get a 
rest before starting in the Turf Congress Han- 
dicap on W’ednesday. As the handicap is worth 
$4,000 this year it is tcK) big a prize to miss. 

Another big bit of turf new’s developed yester- 
day when the Hawthorne management received 
notice from Trainer McDaniels, who handles 
Ge<irge Bennett's horses, that he w’ould ship the 
string, including Miss Bennett, to Hawthorne 
this week. This makes it almost certain that 
the tw’o greatest fillies of the year w’ill be seen 
here in a race, as Sofala is heavily engage<l and 
will be sent to Hawthorne by Barney Schreiber. 

An effort is to be made to get rid of poor 
horses by weeding out the entry lists. Tw’elve 
horses will be the limit in all races at Haw- 
thorne this summer, except in stake events. 
If more than twelve are named in a purse race 
Secretary Letcher w’ill throw out the “dogs” 
and allow’ only the best of the lot to start. 

Local transportation lines have arranged for 
an increase in the S|)ecial train service to the 
track, and through express trains will be run 
tm the Illinois Central and Burlington, the 
Metropolitan and Lake street “L’s” and the 
connecting trolley lines. 

OWNER J. GARDNER IN TROUBLE. 

Toronto, Ont., May 26.— J. Gardner was 
ordered to take his horses from the track today 
on account of the bad showing of Sinfi, and 
Jockey Christopher was suspended for the re- 
mainder of the meeting for his ride on Charley 
O. in the fifth race of the opening day.
